IN AIR MAIL 
SERVICE URGED 


Ohio Congressman Tells 


of Plans Outlined By 


Government 


Many Stations Needed On 


Route From Coast 


to Coast 


Notwithstanding the astounding 


performance of the air mail in the 
last 18 months, it is without ques- 
tion possible for even greater effi 
ciency in that service provided fac- 
ilities are made available for irght 
flying between Xew Yorlc and San 
Francisco over the transcontinental 
air mail route now in operation as 
a daytime service. 


(By 1IOX. FRANK MURPHY) 
Colonel Paul Henderson, second 
assistant postmaster 
general, in 
cnarge of the air maal, states that 
with a night flying service mail can 
be transported from Xew Yon: to 
San Francisco m from 28 
to 
30 
hours 
"When we appreciate the fact 
that the fastest tram between the 
two cities leaves 
New York 
at 


5.30 
Saturday evening, and arrives 


in San Francisco the following V/ed- 
nesday at 5:10 p. m., wnereas a 
right and day aerial service leav- 
ing Xew York at the same tim» on 
Saturday will arirve in SanFrancis- 
co at about 1 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing and the mail thus exped ated 
be delivered m the first carrier ser- 
vice of that day. we can immediate- 
ly understand the desirability of in- 
etalling the necessary landing fields 
and aerial lighthouses demanded by 
sucn a service. 
At present the air mail service is 
a model for all commercial aircraft 
employment. 
Its 
efficiency, 
its 


safety, and its regularity is unap- 
proached by any other aerial ser- 
vice in the world. The much ^p.unt- 
ed line ebetween London and Paris 
can chow no s>uch performance. With 
the establishment of night flj ing 
by the personnel -which has made 
this remarkable record m daytime 
service there will be without ques- 
tion, another step showing tne way 
to the further economic employment 
of aircraft in commercial undertak- 
ings. Xot only that, but we -will 
have a route ablaze with light reach- 
ing across tne continent and air per- 
sonnel from coast to coast; and it 
will be an aerial highway over which 
important governmental officials can 
be transported with a minimum of 
time and with thorough-going ecc-- 
omy in conducting the business of 
the government. 
From every angle; tnat of trans- 
poiting mail, thus speeding UD t_s- 
iness; that of contributing io "ur 
national security by aiding the i- t- 
ional defence: that of enlarging the 
possibilities of service br governem- 
tal officials.this night flying route. 
by contributing to the economic and 
military factors in our national lift, 
will pay for itself time and time 
again. Emphatically it is a necess- 
ity.The method of laying ut a night- 
flying route is one of absorbing in- 


«•*«*£ i Kb t. It has never been attempt- 


ed before in the world on such- a 
scale as will be required by the air 


mail. Tlict lighted emergency fields 
will necessarily He between Chicago 
and Cheyenne, tho route cast ami 
west of those points being covered 
by day-flying. 


IH the first place, beacons mubt 


be erected on the fields, with a light- 
house about 70 feet from the ground, 
from which will be projected into 
the air a white light or the so-failed 
"mercury-vapor light." This can be 
seen for a distance of about 30 miles. 
U'ith this 30-mile vision there "ill be 
required, in the second place, landing; 
f.wlds for emergency purposes eveiy 
20 or 25 miles, which make 31 landing 
fields over the 900-mile couise be- 
tween Chicago and Cheyenne. The 
line goes 
practically in a straight 


course from 
Chicago to Iowa City. 


Omaha. North Platte, 
thence to 


Cheyenne. 


The cost of this is nominal, being 
about ?20,000 for e»ch field. These 
31 fields are. in very truth, emergen- 
cy fields. 
Aside fiom their use by 


the air mail they will be available for 
all flyers, and will be particularly ad- 
vantageous for the army air service, 
which is constantly 
making trips 


from 
air station to air station 


throughout the country. 
It is intended that the ground, will 


be rented from farmers, but inas- 
much as probably 25 of the fields will 
perhaps, never be landed on, the 
crops will not be disturbed but the 
farmer may go on planting low-grow- 
ing crops without interruption. A 
runway of 1200 to 1400 feet in length 
and 10~0 feet wide is all that will be 
needed for landing air planes, the 
runway, of course, varying with the 
topography of the country and the 
!ieight of the trees around the filed. 
Lights on these fields will be supple- 
mented by lights in between each 
field, spaced about three and one- 
half miles apart, and they will be au- 
tomatic in their operation. 
At each of the main centers along 
this route the surrounding towns and 
cities, 300 and 
400 miles 
distant 


therefrom, may be linked up with 
this transcontinental line. It will 
thus be seen that the possibilties of j 
increasing the carrying of mail by | 
air are limitless. This wll be an 
enormous boon to busness. because 
the more rapid the communication by 
mail. which carries checks and draft, 
the more money is made available for 
dai'.v use which would otherwise be 
tied" up in the so-called "float," or 
money in transit, and thus not avail- 
able for business uses during the 
period it is in the hands of the post- 
office department. 
Further economic service will be 
available when mail planes are de- 
signed to approximate the speeds at- 
tained at the Pulitzer races at Detroit 
last October. While the fastest trains 
average about 45 miles an hour, and [ 
air mail planes are performing satis-, 
factory servce at a sneed of 100 miles , 
an hour, -when planes which 
can I 


speed up to 150 m'les per hour are 
put on this route the possibilities of 
delivering mail in 20 hours fiom Xew 
York to~San Francisco will be as- 
sured. 
One of the most astonishing facts 
brought out at the air mail hearings 
before the appropriations committee 
was the almost perfect record of the 
present service in its daily flights 
across the country In the 16 months 
ending November 30. 1922, with 24 | 
planes in the air each day. and with | 
40 pilots each making approximately i 
two-and-a-half trips, with a reserve 
of 40 planes in fl\ me condit'on. the 
air mail covered 2 «97,162 miles. In ! 
doing this the 
pilots made 3 632 
trips, through rain, 
snow a"d fog. 


The percentage of performance or. 
a mileage basis, that is to sav. the 
number of trips performed of the 
total on schedule, was 96.54 percent: 
anfl on a basis of trips. t>at is. the 
number of trips 
scheduled 
wh'ch 


were started and completed on time.
